Pursuant to service of notices , 
Party I workmen at Sr. Nos. 1 , 2 , 9 , 11, 12 , 13 , 16 and 
17 filed a Claim statement at Exb . 9 and Party I 
workmen at Sr. Nos . 3 , 4 , 5 , 6 , 7 , 8 , 10 , 14 , 15 , 18 , 19 
and 20 also filed a Claim statement at Exb . 12 . 
Party II filed a Written statement at Exb . 15. Party 
I then filed a rejoinder at Exb . 22 . 


1) Whether the Party I proves that the 

retrenchment of Party I /Workmen from 
service under the garb of transfer orders 
without complying with the procedures 

prescribed is illegal and unjustified ? 
2 ) Whether Party I proves that the closure of 

the Party II company as well as their transfer 
orders are illegal and unjust and in violation 
of principle of natural justice ? 


3 ) Whether Party II proves that reference is 

not maintainable as claim of Party I is not

3. In short, the case of Party I is that the Party 
I are the workers of Party II which is a Private 
Limited Company involved in the business of 
manufacturing of pharmaceutical machinery and 
equipments at Verna and Kundaim . The Party I 
workers were employed and working in the 
establishment situated at Verna Industrial Estate , 
Verna . The Party II were having huge turnover and 
earning huge profits in their business and 
notwithstanding the profitable business of Party II , 
it unilaterally issued transfer orders on 10-8-2013 
and directed the Party I workmen to join the head 
office at Mumbai. The said act of Party II is in utter 
violation of principles of natural justice , equity and 
conscience . The Party II has also illegally closed 
down its establishment at Verna without following 
the procedure established by law . The Party II has 
retrenched the workers from service under the garb 
of transfer orders . The workmen have been 
victimized by Party II for no reasons. The Party II 
has adopted unfair labour practice and thereby 
attempted to deprive them of their day- to -day 
livelihood . The closure of the establishment as well 

transfer orders are illegal, arbitrary , 
unreasonable , unjust and in violation of principle 
of natural justice . The illegal closure of 
establishment caused great prejudice to Party I in 
terms of livelihood and status. Hence , the dispute . 

4. In the Written statement, Party II claimed that 
there does not exist an industrial dispute under 
Section 2 ( k ) of the Industrial Disputes Act , 1947. 
The present reference is not maintainable . The unit 
at Verna Industrial Estate came to be temporarily 
closed down w.e.f. 14-8-2013 on account of non 
-viability of the business , heavy loss for last three 


7. It is matter of record that Ld . Adv . Roesha 
Mascarenhas for the Party I workmen filed an 
application at Exb . 26 stating that she sent notices 
of withdrawal to some of the workers viz . Mr. Rajesh 
Naik , Darshan A. Naik , Sangamesh Kolkar, 
Siddhalingayya Chikamath , Sanjay Mirashi, Babani 
Asolkar, Suraj Haldankar and Rajesh Sawal at their 
addresses mentioned in the cause title on 
02-12-2016 and that Mr. Rajesh Naik , Suraj 
Haldankar and Darshan A. Naik have been served 
with the said notices of withdrawal, whilst the 
notices sent to Mr. Sangamesh Kolkar, Babani 
Asolkar, Rajesh Sawal and Siddhalingayya 
Chikamath were returned unserved with the 
endorsement from the postal authorities “ Not 
Known" .
